NEW HOME INSULATION 
STANDARBS MADE EFFECTIVE 
BY Fm.H.A. 


New insulation standards for 
housing in rural areas financed by 
the Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA) will be put into effect, 
Elwyn R. Morrow announced last 
week, 

Implementation of ‘the _stan- 
dards, first scheduled for March 
15, had been held up during fed- 
eral court consideration of a suit 
‘by the National Association. of 
Home Builders challenging the 
new code, After FmHA prepared 
additional environmental material 
and a further hearing on the case 
was held, U. S. District Judge 
George L. Barr Jr.; dissolved a 
Preliminary injunction, While cer- 


tain aspects of the lawsuit remain R, 


to be resolved, the new insulation 
eaueants can now be implement- 
ed, 


The new thermal standards are 
designed to provide for heavier in- 
Sulation and other measures to 
make FmHA-financed housing less 
costly to heat or cool, and to con- 
serve energy, They will apply to 
newly-built homes and apartments 
financed by FmHA, and, insofar 
as is economically feasible, to ex- 
isting housing purchased or re- 
paired with FmHA loans, Better 
weatherizing through more éffecs 
tive insulation, storm doors and 
‘Windows and other techniques will 
help families to reduce high fuel 
and energy expenses that jeopar- 
dize their ability to afford ade- 
quate housing, 

Details of the standards, which 
vary by climatic conditions, are 
available from the County Office 
at 1 Main Street, South Paris,

riculture agency, serve all riral 
areas incltding towns of up to 
10,000 and designated towns of 
10,600 to 20,000 that are not in 
Standard Metropolitan Statistical
